In other news at last week's Planning Board 
meeting, Johnson announced that member Mike Murphy 
had resigned from both that body and the Rochester 
Zoning Bylaw Subcommittee. 

'Tm sorry he's gone, because he was a real asset 
to the board,'' Planning Board member Susan Teal said. 
"He was a walking encyclopedia." 

Elsewhere on the agenda, the Planning Board 
once again continued the public hearing for the proposed 
Covanta Energy CNG Fueling Station, this time until 
December 10. 

In addition, the Planning Board scheduled a 
December 5 site visit to the Little Quittacas Solar Project 
at 33 North Ave. to inspect the constructed berm and 
storm-water drainage basins. Currently, Rochester holds 
a $495,000 bond to ensure specifications are met. Johnson 
said that the berm and basins are at or near completion, as 
well as in compliance, but there are areas where grass has 
not sprouted. The plan, Johnson said, is to release upward 
of $490,000 of the bond back to Little Quittacas, holding 
on to about $5,000 until the Planning Board can do a final 
check on the premises.

majority of those voters - a vast majority, in fact - made 
it clear that they were in attendance mainly to stop the 
Community Preservation Act from making it to the spring 
election ballot. 

They succeeded. 

Article 11- which would have enabled the 
Rochester electorate to vote on a state law allowing 
communities to establish a local fund and receive partial 
matching money to support affordable housing, parks 
and recreation (including athletic fields), open spaces, 
and historic resources - was soundly defeated by majority 
vote. A veritable parade of residents - from a 24-year- 
old new landowner to Planning Board Chairman Arnie 
Johnson - marched to the microphone to blast the CPA, 
with every exhortation to avoid the 1.5% property tax 
surcharge receiving applause. 

Residents wanted no part of the program, which 
the Conservation Commission had advocated for during 
the past few months, and they expressed concern that it 
would serve special interests and hit taxpayers hard. 

Elsewhere on the warrant, voters also rejected

Article 3, which would have amended the Flood Plain 
District zoning bylaws. This decision could jeopardize 
FEMA flood relief in the event of a disaster, according to 
Rochester officials, but residents who spoke in opposition 
said they believed it represented overreaching regulation 
that could impact property values. 

All other articles presented at Rochester Fall 
Town Meeting passed with little debate (save for Article 
12, which would have created a Community Preservation 
Committee but was rendered unnecessary in the wake of 
Article ll's defeat). They included: 

Article 1, Supplemental Appropriations; 

Article 2, Used Ladder Truck, which appropriated 
$75,000 for a Fire Department upgrade; 

Article 4, which defines "Roadside Stand'' and 
"Farm Stand"; 

Article 5, which will regulate the dimensions of 
accessory structures for homeowners; 

Article 6, which defines and provides zoning 
guidelines for medical marijuana treatment centers; 

Article 7, which addresses site plan review 
applications and fees; 

Article 8, which amends the site plan review 

bylaw; 

Article 9, which will increase the Marriage 
Intention fee from $5 to $20; and 

Article 10, which amends the Council on Aging 

bylaws.

the town, the members of the Zoning Board of Appeals, 
with Building Inspector Andy Bobola on hand to provide 
his expert opinion, moved swiftly through the public 
hearings on Thursday night's agenda. 

First up were Jordan and Jessica Collyer, of 5 
Hillside Ave., who came before the board to request 
approval for a 700-foot change to their home, which will 
include a new garage and living space. The home was 
built in 1955, and the Collyer s are looking to gain a more 
useable garage and more living space for their family's 
needs. Bobola advised the board that the requested 
modifications would fit with the neighborhood. The 
Collyers received approval. 

The second project was for property owned by 
Kevin and Lisa Geraghty for their 1843 home located at 
24 Pine Island Rd. This project was also to expand living 
space needs of the homeowner, along with a new pool, 
patio areas, and the evaluation of the garage. Some of 
the work planned will help improve drainage that is 
currently a problem due to storm water runoff. Increasing 
the evaluation of the garage and pitching the grade away 
from the structure will solve that problem. The kitchen 
area will be expanded with a lounge area to increase 
the overall useable space. David Davignon of Schneider 
& Associates, representing the applicants, detailed the 
planned alterations and noted that he had been before the 
Conservation Commission and received approval with 
conditions.

Another Round with Leisure Shores 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Marilou Newell 
Once again, the members of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission met with Shepard Johnson, an 
attorney representing Robert Ringuette of Leisure Shores 
Marina. 

This third meeting, which was a continuation 
from two previous meetings, produced little in the way 
of detailed information from the applicant. Instead, 
the board received a flood of questions, many of which 
Johnson had asked at previous appointments. Failing 
to provide the board with a report from the engineer 
who had some delineation services for the applicant 
disappointed members, as did the failure of Johnson to 
secure an answer from the applicant as to whether he 
would be amenable to paying up to $5,000 to cover the 
costs of outside peer review. 

There was nearly two hours of discourse between 
Johnson and the commission members, primarily 
Chairman Peter Newton and member Bob Rogers. 
Johnson said that the board was to have provided a scope 
of work for the applicant. That was submitted to counsel 
and reviewed. However, in spite of repeatedly being 
asked about activities taking place at the marina, what the 
scheduled plans are for the degrading Styrofoam floats, 
and the potential filling in of wetlands areas, Johnson 
didn't answer Instead he returned to whether or not 
the board might be overreaching and again mentioned a 
three-year statue of limitations. 

Citing the lack of what he perceived as less 
than full disclosure due to missing documents, Johnson 
said it was hard to know what the board wanted or 
what permits were currently in force. Rogers said that 
the applicant should have a full set of documents and 
permits, and that all previous conditions are filed with the 
Plymouth County Registry, and are therefore available to 
Ringuette. 

"If you are relying solely on the town [records],'' 
it would be a very tedious and slow process, Rogers said.

A permit issued in 1991 appears to confirm 
limitation of activities, yet an abutter had submitted 
photographs in 2004 that seemed to show heavy 
equipment moving soils and filling in wetland areas. 
Noting possible wetland act violations, Newton said, 
"it's the rationale for us asking for outside peer review." 
The commission wants to establish historic wetland 
delineations to either confirm or refute illegal filling. 

One major issue that has plagued the residents 
in the area of the marina for some years is the continuing 
deterioration of Styrofoam floats. Johnson said that the 
applicant has been reviewing economic solutions, but 
hasn't yet determined the best course of action. 

Horace Field, newly retired harbormaster, has 
attended each of the hearings bringing evidence of the 
poor condition of the floats. He said, "If anyone wants to 
see pollution, I'll walk you down to the marsh. That stuff 
is bleeding off all of the time." Newton said it was much 
more than the large pieces, but also all the individual 
pellets that foul the waters and marsh. "The fish and birds 
eat that stuff," he added. 

Newton said that he needed an answer from 
Ringuette regarding engaging peer review as noted in

Johnson said he needed to review all of the files. 
The hearing is continued until December 23. 

Also on the agenda was Carol Mallegni regarding 
property located at the corner of Nashawena and 
Shawmut Roads for the construction of a single-family 
dwelling. Represented by Dave Davignon, Schneider & 
Associates, the commission received detailed information 
on the plans and wetlands along the site. One abutter, 
Robert Rousseau, came forward concerned about 
losing a water view that his family has enjoyed for five 
generations and the possible loss of well water levels. The 
applicant and the abutter were given time to discuss the 
plans, after which Davignon asked that the commission 
vote to approve the plans contingent upon conditions 
and possible plan modifications. A purchase and sale 
agreement is pending. The commission concurred and 
approved the application. 

The last hearing of the night was tabled pending 
possible plan modifications and completion of soil 
stabilization. Frank Linhares, 16 Holly Hollow Ln., was 
requesting a certificate of compliance. Noting that it 
wasn't of a pressing nature and that he may install a patio 
area, the request was tabled to a later date. 

The Conservation Commission meets again on 
December 9 at 6:30 pm.

SIGNS OF AGING

degenerate before the rest of the body in a dog just as 
in a person.

to remember, as I have said in previous letters, that 
children go through school only once, and we have the 
responsibility to offer them the best and most inspiring 
experience possible.

to-you-from-a PowerPoint presentation. The first forum 
was the assembly of the entire group in the evening in the 
high school cafeteria; all constituencies present - parents, 
teachers, administrators, and community members. 
Everyone in the room had received a packet with the 
research done on the district in terms of demographics, 
enrollment projections, housing markets in the towns, 
school test scores, etc. My tablemates and I spoke about 
how we had read the information prior to attending and 
some of us had highlighted important points.

Plan experience in another letter, since I need to move on 
to another topic today. 

I have read so much recently about how more 
and more young students are being diagnosed with 
ADD, ADHD, anxiety, and autism. That is a fact. We ask, 
''Why?'' A plausible emerging answer is that very young 
students are being required to sit and do tasks for which 
they are not ready academically, physically, emotionally, 
and developmentally. The young students are frustrated, 
act out, withdraw, recognize failure, lose recess privileges, 
and further lose self-esteem. Parents and teachers want 
a reason. They do not often enough see the readiness 
element; hence testing and a diagnosis and perhaps 
medication - ah, they see there is a solution. Given a more 
hands-on, creative, and inspiring learning environment 
- focused on their abilities and readiness and knowing 
the connection to successful reading, math, and writing 
success - most students will thrive and become excited 
about learning, rather than anxious. Children want to 
learn. If some students struggle even after appropriate 
and engaging learning experiences, then some monitoring 
and testing is, of course, warranted. 

As Mrs. Demers, whom many readers may 
remember as the most enthusiastic, creative, and 
masterful kindergarten teacher at Rochester Memorial 
School for many years, often said, "Readiness is 
everything." Mrs. Demers was a gentle genius, who 
knew that constructive play and carefully crafted

education experiences, not drill and standardized testing 
preparation, is what young students need to be learners. 
Mrs. Demers once told me that the throwing and catching 
a ball that we do with young children is more effective in 
getting children's brains ready to read than all the practice 
in letters and sounds that we often do. 

In keeping with the same beautiful educational 
philosophy as that of Mrs. Demers, 121 authors and 
illustrators of children's books recently published a letter 
sent to President Obama and Arne Duncan, the Secretary 
of Education, expressing their concerns over the current 
overuse of testing and narrowed curriculum.

The letter is clearly a call for concern and a call to action. 

Another source to consider is Hal Salzman, a 
professor of public policy at Rutgers University, who 
writes on education and economic policy. I will include 
only a brief quote from an article. Please check him out, 
too. 

"'What's really peculiar about the whole test- 
score hysteria is that they use it as a proxy for the U.S. 
''competitiveness and innovation," as though we don't 
have actual measurements,' said Salzman, an expert 
in science and engineering labor markets and the 
globalization of innovation. 'The country continues to lead 
on innovation, economic performance, and all the results 
that these things are supposed to indicate ... It doesn't 
mean we don't want to improve education,' Salzman said. 
'But the fear that's driving it is unfounded. The problem 
we have is not at the top or at the middle. It's at the 
bottom. That's what gets lost in averages and rankings.'" 

I am going to end here. I have more information 
to share on Pearson (particularly on their new profit- 
seeking involvement in teacher certification through 
standardized testing in New York State); on our district's 
use of Galileo, a computerized assessment program on 
which our students are spending way too much time; and 
the coming PARCC tests, the nationwide testing attached 
to the Common Core that has already been piloted in 
New York State. In New York, four year-olds in public 
pre-school have been given standardized multiple-choice

Please seek out information on Pearson and also 
on the New York State districts that are already opting 
out of Race to the Top and PARCC assessments, because 
of the many problems with the test. The ORR District 
is currently headed in the direction of implementing 
measures that have already shown themselves to be 
flawed.

Special Presentation of Journey to Myanmar 

Approximately 8,000 miles from Marion, in 
Southeast Asia, lay the enigmatic country of Myanmar

Dallas Buyers Club. Starring Matthew McConaughey and 
Jennifer Garner. Directed by Jean-Marc Vallee. Running 
time: 117 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

You don't have to be anti-science to question sci- 
ence in the hands of men who care more for profit. We are 
told by the corporate-owned press that anodynes found 
in nature are bad and those concocted in a lab are good — 
why? There's no money in nature. In Dallas Buyers Club, a 
very unlikely radical and hero, ne'er-do-well Ron Woodroof 
(Matthew McConaughey), takes on the FDA and the medi- 
cal establishment itself. It's 1985, and Woodroof, a drug 
user, frequenter of prostitutes, and general scoundrel, is di- 
agnosed with HIV. Woodroof, a reflexive homophobe, balks 
at this: Back then, HIV and AIDS were considered "the gay 
plague." Woodroof is not, at first glance, a conventional 
hero — and indeed he continues to be crude and abrasive. 
Dying doesn't really change him; it just makes him angrier, 
more passionate to suck any little juice out of life. The great 
thing about Dallas Buyers Club is that it proves someone can 
be kind of a jerk and also a great man. 

At the hospital, Woodroof is given AZT, the only 
drug for HIV/ AIDS therapy approved by the FDA. It 
doesn't help him; it makes him sicker. So he looks outside 
the box, outside America, and hooks up with a doctor in 
Mexico (Griffin Dunne) who tells him about various, much 
less toxic treatments developed in France and other coun- 
tries. Woodroof comes home with a trunk full of vitamins 
and protein-based serums, and sets up a "buyers club" 
wherein a $400 membership buys you all the drugs you 
want. Along the way, everyone tries to shut him down; he's 
audited, his inventory is confiscated. But he'll be damned 
if he'll give in. The movie suggests that only a jerk like 
Woodroof — a single-minded good ol' boy who drinks and 
whores around — has the Texas-sized stones to take on the 
big guns, all while holding off the biggest gun of all (initial- 
ly given thirty days to live, Woodroof hung on seven more 
years, until 1992). 

Dallas Buyers Club is only tangentially about AIDS; 
it's really more for anyone who's ever laughed bitterly at 
drug commercials that rattle off long lists of appalling side 
effects. At times, Americans seem to want to treat their 
bodies like a garden that they neglect to water and nourish; 



then, when the garden starts to fail, they dump kerosene 
all over it and hope that'll fix it. In this movie, the medi- 
cal establishment is hawking kerosene, because there's 
money in kerosene. Woodroof isn't a scientist, but he has 
some common sense and his will to live drives him into the 
library. Such patients are troublesome to doctors, who may 
want to be helpful (like the doctor played here by Jennifer 
Garner who has doubts about AZT) but whose hands are 
tied. The film says that this is what happens when health 
care becomes corporatized. Its reach becomes wider but 
clumsier and often mangles the Hippocratic Code. 

Fair warning to epileptics and others sensitive to 
high-pitched noise: at several points in the movie, when 
Woodroof 's health falters, an intense whine dominates the 
soundtrack. Otherwise, the direction by Jean-Marc Vallee 
{The Young Victoria) is unobtrusive and delicate, treating the 
sometimes cliched narrative beats with a matter-of-factness 
that helps put them over. A scene of hostility between one 
of Woodroof 's homophobic former buddies and Woodroof 's 
transgender business partner Rayon (Jared Leto) is good 
for a cleansing laugh, and perhaps not coincidentally this 
is the first time I've been able to tolerate Jared Leto in a 
movie. Woodroof puts up with Rayon and her Marc Bolan 
obsession, and words like "faggot" slowly drop out of his 
conversation, if for no other reason than that gays are now 
his customer base. To its credit, the movie doesn't really 
give Woodroof a big moment of reform; he's in the buyers 
club primarily to live and to make a living. He doesn't want 
to be a firebrand taking on the Man, but he has to be. 

Those who enjoyed Matthew McConaughey in his 
earlier roles, before he walked in the wilderness of inane 
romantic comedies for about a decade, have been heart- 
ened by his resurgence in meatier roles in Magic Mike, Mud, 
Bernie, Killer Joe, and probably the upcoming Wolf of Wall 
Street. It's been a textbook comeback — the former sexiest- 
man-alive prince returns, possibly with the makings of a 
king — and his performance here is likely the jewel in the 
crown. McConaughey understands men like Woodroof and 
spends zero time detaching himself from Woodroof 's less 
savory inclinations or beliefs. Woodroof can be gallant and 
even whitebread when it suits him, but he never stops be- 
ing the guy with dirt under his fingernails who bets on the 
rodeo and likes a lap dance. It's great character-actor work 
with the scale of a major star turn, the sort of transforma- 
tion we saw with regularity in the '70s but have, by and 
large, learned to live without. McConaughey' s recent arc to 
greatness parallels that of the man he's playing: If someone 
formerly so disreputable, so unworthy of serious consider- 
ation, can do work on this level, what else is possible?
